The.Dublin Chamber of Commerce met yes- 
terday to receive the weport of the deputa- 
tion “which was appointed to meet the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce in re- 
to the Electricity (Supply) Bill, 1927, 
to consider a resolution unanimously re- 
commended to the Council to be ‘substituted 
lor that proposed on April 12, 1927. 

The report stated that the deputation sug- 
gested to the Minister that he should irisert 
a. clause in the bill, whereby the Dublin, 
Ltathmines and Pembroke Electricity Stations 
would not be taken over for a period of five 
years, and that during the interregnum they 


would take the current in balk from the 
Shannon scheme" (when available); they 
would, in addition, make every effort to

“independent inquiry, and if it were found 
_that. these works had not «made good and 


satisfied everyone that, given the opportunity, 
thev had themselves efficient dis- 
tributors, then.they should be taken over by 
the Board; pemdimg @ decision al] surplus on 
the revenue account to be devoted to cheapen- 
ing the current. 

At an adjourned meeting on the tollowing 
day the Minister told the deputation that he 
regrettéd that he was unable to accept the 
-uggestion, and-that he had not any alterna- 
tive or amended proposals to put forward. 

“He was not prepared to puf into the 
bili any amendments which would curtail] the 
powers conferred on the Board in regard to 
the acquisition of municipal undertakings. If 
suth concessions were given to Dublin they 
could, and might, be claimed elsewhere. A 
position might be created under which muni- 
cipal authorities were not proving effective 
agenis for the selling of current in their 
aréas to the. satisfactior of the Board. Tn 
that case the Board, in the interests of the 
undertaking and of the consumers as a whole, 
would be bound to step in and assert their

THE AMENDMENTS. 

‘“ In the Dublin areas, where such a Jarge 
demand for current alveady exists, and where 
4 |e rge increase it consumption would reason- 
ably be expected, such a curtailment might 
prove injurious to the success of the scheme. 

‘The amendments to be pMygsed in the 
report stage dealing with :— , 

(a) Cost in any specific area. 
(b) Cast to consumers as 
with existing price, and 
fe) Control Clauses, r 
were considered and discussed. : 

“ (a) The object of the first of these amend- 
ments is to secure for the Dublin consumer 
fhe full benefit of the low capital lability 
now chargeable against the undertaking. The 
Dublin Electricity Undertaking has written 
down its capital liability at a rapid rate, 
and the amendment now proposed will secure 
that the benefit. of these reductions—and any 
similar writing down in the future—will go 
to the consumer in the Dublin area. 

‘“(b) This amendment is directed to pre- 
vent an increase in cost to the Dublin con-

‘“(c) The amendmenis in comnection with 
fhe control clauses prevent the undertaking 
being taken over by the Board for a short 
period and then handed back in a depreciated 
or damaged condition: the safeguard now to 
he introduced secures that the former owner 
of en undertaking cannot have it handed back 
to him against his wishes; he can insist upon 
the Board acquiring it altogether.” 


THE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. J. C. M. Kasov (President), who pre- 
sided at vesterday’s meeting of the Cham- 
ber. moved the following resolution :-— 

* That we, the members of the Dublin Chamber 
nf Commerce, note with satisfaction that the 
Minister has promised moditications of the Elec- 
, which (a) secure to the 
Dublin consumers the benefit of the lower cost of 
alistribution in the Dublin area; (b) protect the 
consumers ‘against any possible increase in cost for 
the same services; (c) alter the control clauses 
‘in such a fnanner as to prevent an undertaking 
being handed back in a depreciated condition 
against the wishes of the former owners. 

“While they agree that it is a recognised prac- 
tice in Municipal undertakings having Parliamen- 
and approval to take profits from 
electricity undertakings for the relief of rates, they 
recognise that to secure the complete success of the 
Shannon scheme (which everybody is anxious fo 
do) there should be no contributions from the 
undertaking towards the relief of 
rates. in order that the price of current may he 
brought down to the lowest possible figure. . 

“Further. the members claim that the Dublin, 
Rathmines and Pembroke undertakings should he 
allowed to continue under their present systems 
of management, and {hat the power of the Board 
io take them over at any time should only be 
exercised if local efforts to increase the sale of 
currept. to be taken in bulk from the Shannon 
schem hen available, shall be at a price not 
exceed what if is produced at locally. 

CHANGES. | 

Mr. Eason asked the Chamber, in con- 
sidering the motion, to Dear in mind “ that 
it is four weeks eince the original motion 
was drafted; that on the 4th April, when 
the Council had under consideration all the 
questions raised by the bill, no  dis- 
cussion had taken place in the Dail, except 
on the Minister s second reading speech, and 
that the Committee stage of the bill was 
not commenced until the 6th. When the 
Council was dealing with these matters it 
was reasonable and proper to urge objection 
to the bill which recent changes have 
rendered unnecessary. i 

““Ou April 4th there was in the bill:— 

No protection for Dublin consumers as 
regards price; 
securing of the advantage of lower 
distribution costs; 
protection against an averaging of 
costs over the country; 
protection in the contro! clauses to 
prevent an undertaking being acquired 
against the wishes of the owner and 
handed back depreciated and damaged ;

“ As a result of amendments since intro- 
duced, these matters have been remedied: 
in saying that [ do not wisl to imply that 
the policy of the Minister was directed 
against accepting these amendments. I 
merely point out that the: clauses in the 
hill did not contain saíeguards; that objec- 
tion was strongly urged against the bill 
owing to the absence of these safeguards ;

It is an exceedingly important 
for any undertaking over which 
the Board exercises control, because the 
contrel clauses give power to determine 
the price at which the undertaking is to sell 
curreut and interferes in other ways with its 
independence, i 

‘‘ When we come to deal with the question 
of the financial interests of the ratepayer, we 
must, I think, be influenced by our more 
complete knowledge of the ratépayer’s posi- 
tion in relation to the Dublin electricity 
undertaking than was available on the 4th 
April, when the resolution was drafted by the 
Council, 

QUESTION OF PRINCIPLE. 

“I must confess to having had no clear 
appreciation of the real financial position’ of 
the Dublin electricity undertaking in relation 
to the rates. I think it is better Ao make 
that frank admission at once, because [ will 
certainly sav that, having yead the discus- 
sion in the-Committee stage (which was sub- 
sequent to the tabling of the resolution), and 
having heard Mr.. McGilligan’s clear exposi- 
tion of the liability outstanding on*the under- 
taking, in respect of which (as he said) the 
ratepayers had ‘backed a bill,” I cannot sec 
that there is any case to be made for the 
ratepayer on the financial side, Whatever is 
due to the rates will bé mé al whatever 
capital liabilities exists will’ be taken over. 

“This was Mr. Jacob's view, and when 
seconding the motion on April 12th he said: 
‘Allow the City Commissioners to distribute, 
making a rule that in future all profits were 
to go to rednee the price of. current to the 
consumer.’ 

“The Minister followed up this point on 
Wednesday, and explained that, if that posi- 
tion were established, there would be no need 
to go for complete acquisition, but that; the 
Board must retain its full powers, as pro- 
vided under the bil]. This meeting then ap- 
pointed a deputation to discuss the situation 
arising from this development. 

‘“* Before I deal with this subject [ want to 
make it clear that our acduiescénce in this 
particular case does tot mean the acceptance 


tation,

of the principle that, without considering 
merits of any similar case, profits from a 


niunicipal or Government service must always 
go to the users of the service and never to 
assist rates or taxes. Each case must be con- 
sidered on its merits. i 


POSITION ACCEPTED. 

“The question as to advantage of , the 
complete absorption of Dublin in the general 
scheme of distribution seems to.me to be 
quite debatable, and, until the gain arising 
from the concentration of distribution work 
in the hands of the Board is clearly shown, 
it appears to me that, where the area is large 

important, and where inefficiency is not 
sho®wand the consumer is satisfied, the busi- 
ness of local distribution should remain un- 
changed—at any rate, until the Board has 
had time to devote itself to the general pro- 
gress of the scheme in the undeveloned areas 
throughout the country. | 

“I conceive the ‘Shannon Board as the 
directors of an important trading corporation, 
manufacturing current in one department and 
endeavouring to sell it to the consumer 
through a series of departments. I think it 
must devolve responsibility in each locality 
upon efficient organisations, who will deal 
locally with such problems, and whose know- 
ledge of local conditions, whose interests in 
local developments will be essential to de- 
velop the scheme to its fullest extent. The 
Board must have the confidence and help of 
all citizens in this work. 

“Before leaving this point, however, 1 
would like to make some remarks on the dis- 
cussion which the deputation had regarding 
the powers of the Board. We asked that 
these powers should, in the case of Dublin, be 
suspended for a period. We have set out 
briefly the Minister’s feply. to that de- 
mand. Our resolution accepts that position, 
but stresses the desirability of leaving the 
distribution organisation. of the Dublin area 


in the present hands unless there are 
reasons shown why a change should be 
made. It is important for the meeting to 


understand that the bill clearly provides for 
three varying degrees of supervision to be 
exercised by the board according to what- 
ever may be the determining circumstances 
in each case, 


THE RESOLUTION EXPLAINED. 

‘The board may make arrangements to 
allow an undertaking to continue under 
permit—that is, a provision to cover the 
interim period after the Act has been passed, 
and before the board has reached the stage 
of fully developing its own organisation. 
They may, however, take over control, which 
means that they will exercise a close degree 
of supervision regarding prices to be 
charged, the nature of extension work, ete 
On the other hand, they may completely 
acquire the undertaking, in which case it 
disappears as a separate entity. From this 
it will be clear that the bill does not impose 
upon the board any obligation to acquire 
the Dublin undertaking. The Minister bái. 
self has disclaimed: the intention of taking 
over the undertaking, but, altered his views 
because of the claim made for the ratepaver 
fo benefit by. the prufit earned. While, 
therefore, the powers may be retained by 
the board under the bill, there is nothing in 
the bill to make it necessary for the board 
to take over. 

‘The position with regard to the under- 
takings has beet very largely cleared up by 
the statement of the Minister to the deputa- 
tion. I think our resolution sets the’ posi- 
tion out quite clearly and fairly, and merits 
your acceptance. The meaning of the last 
paragraph is simply this—that Dublin and 
other townships, while they are jealous of 
their rights and interests, are not prepared 
to press them to a degree which would 
jeopardise national interests. But they are 
not at the present mom it (if I can judge 
the situation rightly) clearly convinced that 
they are standing in the way of our national 
interests. 

? MILLIONS AT STAKE. i 

“It is clear to everyone that. the demand 
íor.bulk current from these areas should be 
satisfied from the Shannon scheme—that,. as 
as a matter of fact, was, I think, admitted 
from the start, There was no new point in 
ti... argument put forward by the Minister 
that the scheme was depending upon Dublin, 
and that, therefore, notions! interests re- 
guired that bulk current should be taken 

that area. But there was a new point 
made by the Minister—that the taking of 
bulk current from the Shannon scheme was 
not only in the national interests, but also 
in the local interests; that the local schemes 
would benefit by not having to find capital 
for fresh machinery and their generating 
plant—an expenditure which at the present 
moment would be inevitable owing to the 
expansion which was taking place in the 
demand, and the small margin. which was 
available to meet it, - : 

“There is one real governing “factor— 
namely, that a power-development scheme is 
in progress on the banks of the Shannon in 
which the country is investing very large 
sums of money; that we are not discussing 
an academic question as to whether the 
Shannon scheme ig or is not to be initiated. 


"“s have staked our money, and it is up to 
everyone in the country to do their very 
best to ensure the success of the scheme. 

“ The enterprise is a big one; it is a State 
enterprise, but it is alsb a. regular business 
propositign.. I know of no business. proposi- 
tion whieh is not accompanied brá, and 
the bigger the. proposition the bigger the 
risk. is element of risk, this element “of 
gamble, is what many people are frightened 
of, [am not going to discuss the legitimacy 
of their fears. Whichever of the many con- 
flicting expert views on the Shannon scheme 
I may choose to accept, . or you may choose 
to accept, my views as to what we should 
* now must be governed by the facts. -

" AN OPEN DO0R. 

Mr. J. Hubbard Clark said:—' It is a 
matter for regret that: discussion on the 
motion has assumed a political character. 
In my opinion, the Council were justified in 
calling a meeting for the discussion of the 
bill. The members of the Chamber are rate- 
payers, and its membership represents 
directly‘ and indirectly the largest section 
of current consumers in the City of Dublin, 
and they would have been failing in thew 
duty if they had not given an opportunity 
for the discussion of the bill, for, although 
the city has three Commissioners, who are 
supposed to represent the citizens, their 
opinion, if it was asked at all, was flouted. 

“It has been suggested that by the in 
troduction of the motion it was sought to do 
injury to the Government, and. thé amend- 
ment, which Mr. Mackie is going to propose, 
asks for a vote of confidence in the Govern- 
ment. . He is pushing an open door. The 
vast majority of the members are supporters 
of the Gdvarinaatt: and have been since ever 
they took office, and, although Mr, 
McGilligan the other week indulged in some 
vulgar abuse towards the business section of 
Dublin community, I have no hesitation in 
saying that, if it’ had not been for theif 
assistance, pecuniary and otherwise, the 
Government would not be in the position it 
is in to-day. Any good Government wants 
intelligent sapporters, not blind followers, 
and it is to be hoped that the Free State 
Government is no exception to that rule. 

“ There was no opposition to the 1925 bill 
from this Chamber, and it was because of 
the principle in that bill being departed 
from: that this discussion has taken place. 

“The Minister came here and defended 
the bill in a first. rate lawyer’s speech; he 
also replied to questions; some of these re- 
plies were a little amusing. I need only 
take my own:—Mr. Hubbard Clark said the 
Minister refused to admit that the Elec- 
tricity Department in Dublin belonged to 
the ratepayers. What. was his opinion in 
regard to the Shannon. scheme when in opera- 
tion—would it belong to the- current con- 
gumers| or to the State? Mr. McGilligan 
said it} would belong, in the first instance, 
to whatever people subscribed the bonds 
necessary for the scheme, and when these 
were paid off it would fall to the electricity 
consumer, in strict equity. 


MR. KETTLE’S POSITION. 
“I |jsuggest, in strict equity, that the 
Minister ought to have another try. Mr, 
McGiligan admits that there was nothing in 
the 1 bill to indicate that the municipal 
undertakings were to be filched from the 
ratepayers, and his experts’ advice at that 
time was against the proposal. * 
‘Why did he change his mind and intro- 
ducegthis colossal piece of robbery into his 
bill of 1927? He gives two reasons: First, 
because of the propaganda of the Press— 
they evidently did not believe in his pro- 
posals. Well, he is not the first politician 
who would like to gag the Press when they 
do not agree with á and, Í am sure, he 
will not be the last. I heagd no objections 
to the Press when they were praising Mx. 
Blythe’s Budget sky-high, but Mr. McGglii- 
gan’s policy is all or nothing. : 
“Now, the second reason for snatching 
the Municipal undertakings from _ their 
owners was that :—‘ The electrical authority 
in Dublin had been definitely: sceptical, and 
at the beginning clearly hostile to the Shan. 
non development.’ 
‘*Could they expect a man being sceptical 
and hostile to make extra efforts to Increase 
the consumers of Dublin? Whether Mr. 
McGilligan could expect it or not, the biggest 
development in the history of the Dublin un- 
dertaking took place in the year following 
the decision to carry out the Shannon works. 
“Mr, MeGilligan sneers\at the head of the 
Dublin undertaking, Mr. Laurence. Ketile, 
is on a par with his jibes at the commercial 
men of Dublin. Mr. Kettle has a European 
reputation in the electrical world. 1 know 
of my own knowledge that he was extremely 
helpful in the early days of the Shannon 
development, and in the interval has directed 
all his etiergies to making preparattons for 
taking aver the bulk current from the Shan- 
non, .when, in the providence of God, it 
arrives. He is, and has been, one of the 
most successful directors of municipal electri- 
cal undertakings in Dublin or elsewhere, and 
I have no doubt he will still continue to play 
a big part in the electric lighting of the city, 
and I further believe:that the power station 
in the city is a larger factor in the present 
dispute than most people think. 


THE GRITICS. 

‘* Critics outside, in the Press, and else- 
where, do not think we in the Chamber haye 
done all we might have done. Well, the 
matter has been very fully discussed for a 
good part of four days; we met. the Minister 
in conference, and our members in the Dail 
have done their best to protest against 
objectionable clauses in the bill; I do not 
know what more could be done, unless they 
wanted us to go up to Merrion street and 
break the windows. 

‘* The Council has done its duty in giving 
the members an opportunity of discussing 
the bill; let the members show their con- 
fidence in adopting their recommendations.”’ 

AMENOMENT MOVED. 
‘Mr. John Mackie then moved the following 
amendment :— : 

“The members of the Dublin Chamber of Com- 
merce having heard the Minister fot Industry 
and Commerce on the 13th ult. on the Electricity 
(Supply) Bill, 1927, and the report of the deputa- 
tion which suberquently waited upon. the Minister, 
thank him for his helpful address; admit the equity 
of the basis on which it is proposed to acquire 
the electricity undertakings of lécal authorities, 
where such acquisition becomes necessary for the 
success of the Shannon scheme; agree that the 
proposed Board of Control should have adequate 
powers ta deal with conditions which might operate 
ugainst the success of the scheme; note with satir- 
faction the amendments which were adopted on the 
report stage in the Dail, and, recognising the fact 
that the country is definitely committed to the 
scheme by the Shannon Electricity Act, 1926, 
pledge themselves to render all the assistance Ín 
their power to ensure the success of the scheme.” 

Mr. Mackie said that he did not think that 
the Council's motion made adequate allowance 
for the change in the attitude of the members 
which was created by Mr. McGilligan’s ad- 
dress, and that it did not go far enough in 
the direction of giving expression to these 
changed views. | 

“I believe that not only has the Dublin 
Press formed a wrong estimate of the opinion 
of the people of this country on the bill and 
on th® Shannon scheme generally, but that 
in. particular the Press does not correctl 
reflect the views of the majority of the busi- 
ness community. I feel, accordingly, that the 
business community, as represented by the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce, should make 
its position ‘clear beyond all question. 

““I also feel that the effect of the Minister’s 
address should be frankly acknowledged. He 
was asked to come down here to explain a 
difficult matter to a number of busy Foras 
whose other preoccupations had not left them 
sufficient time to give this particular matter 
proper consideration. Why should we not 


‘candidly adm#t that the Minister’s statement 


dispelled doubts, removed difficulties, and 
created an entirely new atmosphere’? This is 
the explanation of the change of attitude of a 
large number of members on the questions at 
issue, and not a sudden attack of patriotic 
cold feet. 


NO CONFISCATION. 

“For instance, the Minister dealt with the

NO COMPROMISE. 

a F. J. Carton, in seconding the amend- 
ment, 
Chamber of Commerce should declare itself 
on this matter in no uncertain way. The 
resolution read by the President written 
across it in large letters the word “com- 
promise.” They did not want any compromise 
or equivocation, and the resolution left an 
amountgof scope for doubt and ambiguity as 
to what the rea] attitade of the Chamber was. 
He believed that the majority of the members 
of the Chamber regarded the Shannon scheme 
as & good thing, and wanted to see it get 
fair play, and would support it. ' 

The Chairman said that he would like Mr. 
Mackie to make it quite clear what was his 
amendment and what part of the resolution 
he wanted omitted. 

Mr. Mackie—With all respect, Mr. Pre- 
sident,.1 want all of the resolution omitted 
and the amendment adopted. 

The Chairman—I cannot regard that as an 
amendment at all. I will regard you as 
speaking against the resolution. 

Mr. Mackie said that he was anxious to 
facilitate the President and the meeting. He 
did not think that it was necessary to do 
more than to submit his amendment to the 
meeting 


as a compromise, dnd the resolution proposed 
by the President was unanimously approved. " 
The reason why he was opposed to the 
taking over of the Dublin electricity under- 
taking by the mysterious Shannon Board was 
that two years ago the experts in their report 
said that the medium and larger-sized town 
distribution should not be interfered with. 
There was so much secrecy about this bill 
was another reason why he hoped that the 
Chamber of Commerce would stand to its 
guns. They were told that the Board would 
be trustees, but was there any man who 
would let strange trustéés look after his 
business? Even the names of the trustees 
were not known; and yet they were asked 
to assent to legislation handing over their 
andertakings in Dublin, Pembroke and Rath- 
mines to these unknown men. He was 
opposed to that. Wherever there was secrecy, 
chicancry was not: far off, and the whole 
thing was carried out in a way entirely 
foreign to his nature. 
“When the deputation saw Mr. McGilligan,”’ 
Sir Simon Maddock continued, “I was not 
on the deputation, but I am told that Mr. 


_McGilligan gave certain facts there, and said 


‘If these are disclosed, I will deny them 
afterwards.’ That is a new proposal in the 
ethics of business in this country.” 


MR. DAVID BARRY. 

Mr. David Barry said that Mr. Mackie had 
made it perfectly clear that what he desired 
was to separate the two parties in the 
Chamber—one party who would be for the 
Shannon scheme, and the other who, voting 
against Mr. Mackie’s amendment, would he 
opposed to the scheme. He (Mr. Barry) 
submitted that the amendment was already 
incorporated in the resolution. 

Having quoted the experts’ report, Mr. 
sarry asked were the members of the 
Chamber a body of ninecompoops or the 
antique furniture that the Minister said they 
were, and that they did not understand the 


difference between supporting the scheme 
and oftering constructive criticism. At 
no time, he said, had he ever 
heard the Council or a member of tiie 
Chamber say a word in opposition to the 
scheme. When Mr. McGilligan first spoke 


to the Chamber on the subject of the scheme 
two years ago, he (Mr. Barry) criticised it 
on the ground of its inopportuneness, and that 
it would be better for the Government to 
help agriculture with the money, in order to 
get back their markets in Great Britain; that 
the adverse trade balance should be wiped off, 
and then if they wanted a spectacular scheme 
they could start the Shannon scheme. But, 
he added, since the Government have com- 
mitted themselves and the country to the 
scheme, it is the desire of every member 
of the Council to assist the Government in 
every way Possible to make} it @ complete 
success. ' , 

He wanted the Government to accept the 
help and experience of the Chamber in the 
distribution of the electric current. He 
thought that the meetings of the; Chamber 
had cleared the air, because a good many 
of them were suspected of being, if not 
openly, at least covertly, opposed to the 
scheme. If there had been less secrecy and 
more frankness, the time occupied in holding 
these meetings would not have been neces- 
sary. 


THE ALTERNATIVES. 

In the ‘experts’ veport they would find 
that the basis of consumption or sale of 
electricity was based on the population of 
each city, town, village or hamlet, and the 
apportionment of a certain number of units 
according to the population. Tt was definitely 
set down that Dublin would take a certain 
number of units. The present distribution 
agency in Dublin was quite prépared to take 
the number of units laid down by the experts, 
in order to make the Shannon scheme a 
success. 

_** What are we being asked to do? The 
Chamber is faced with two alternatives. One 
is to follow the advice of those faint-hearted 
persons who are willing to compound what 
is nothing short of a felony, on the pre 
posterous ground that we must not do any- 
thing to prejudice the position of the Govern- 
ment. We are being asked, in a word, to 
consent to; having our own pockets picked, 
not because Mr, McGilligan i come to us 
frankly and told us that he has made s 
mistake for which he wants to pay, but 
because he is Mr, McGilligan, who regards 
the business men of Dublin as so much 
antique furniture, whose only function in 
life it is to be sat on. 

_ “The other alternative is slightly more 
in keeping with the dignity and independence 
of the body of men who, whatever their 
faults may be, have made it possible for 

Mr. McGilligan and his colleagues to be 
running a solvent state, It is this body of 
men who have made the National Loan a 
success, and it is this body of men who, 
during the last five years, have struggled on 
In spite of discouragement and insults, and 
the heaviest obstacles of taxation and in- 
security, and had kept the flag of business 
flying in the Irish Free State.” 


THE REVISE RESOLUTION. 

Mr. George N. Jacob said that they were 
all business men, and did not want to spend 
their time going over the details again. They 
had no fault to find with the Government, 
whom they always supported, and the 
Government did not want any help from 
them. , Let them approach the matter as 
business men. The influence of the Chamber 
would be very much weakened if they went 
forward with a divided voice, and he ap- 
pealed to Mr. Mackie to withdraw his amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Booth also asked Mr. Mackie to with- 
draw the amendment. 

Mr. Mackie sai‘ that he did not like to 
refuse the request of Messrs. Jacob and 
Booth, for whom he had the greatest respect. 
He would withdraw the amendment, pro- 
vided that the ordinary courtesies were 
exchanged, and that Mr. McGilligan was 
thanked for his helpful address,

REPLY TO GRITICS. 


WR. McGILLIGAN AT 
CORK. 


- 


From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONÓDENT, 
CORK, Monday. 

Mr. P. McGilligan, the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, delivered a lecture: 
here to-night, under the auspices of the Cork 
Chamber of Commerce, on 
scheme. 

He explained what he considered to be its 
undoubted advantages and _ possibilities. 

“Look not at the criticism of the scheme. 
in the Press and elsewhere,’ he declared, 
“but look rather on the facts that are being 
presented from time to time; analyse them, 
and, I believe, they can stand any criticism.’’ 

The Shannon scheme is the best means of 
bringing back to the country that spirit of 
optimism which is so desirable. 

Describing the Electricity Supply Bill as 
a most beneficent piece of social legislation 
for this country, the Minister outlined the 
proposal from the time it was first mooted. 

A DEFINITE UNDERSTANDING. 

Tt had been suggested that he had now re- 
vealed for the first time that the scheme was 
not likely to pay during the first four or five 
years of its existence, but he could only 
repeat that there’ was a definite understand- 
ing on that point when the very first. step 
was taken im the development of the whole 
Shannon scheme. 

The object of the scheme was to furnish an 
adequate and plentiful supply of electricity 
for domestic and industrial purposes by the 
development of their natural and native re- 
sources of the river Shannon, whose) possi- 
bilities had not been realised until that 
question was carefully considered. It had 
been suggested that having got a sufficient 
sum of money to develop the power he should 
have stopped there, and left the question 
of transmission and local distribution in the 
hands of whatever middlemen that might pos- 
sibly be in existence. 

He held that that was not inherent with 
the-scheme, and that he had never committed 
himself to any guarantee or statement re- 
garding the distribution. 

UNREASONING CRITICISM. 

When questioned on the matter he had 
said that the policy on that matter had not 
been definitely fixed up, but would be 
cleared up afterwards; and his proposals 
were now before both Houses of Parliament, 
and were being subjected to what he could 
only describe as unreasoning criticism. 


Why should he stop at generation? 
he asked, or why be ns he stop at 
the transmission o power and 


then leave it to Providence to effect the local 
distribution of the power. | 

The Government had considered that ques- 
tion of State control, and had studied it on 
the Continent and in the United States (the 
home of private enterprise) and in Canada, 
where Government control was so universal. 

They had come to the decision that a much 
greater benefit would he derived by the 
private user if they were to develop the 
scheme right from the generating station into 
the dwellings of the inhabitants in all the 
towns and villages of the Free State where 
the population was over five hundred.

NORTHERN TEACHERS! 
PROTEST. 

The teachers in primary schools in Northern 
Ireland ave making a vigorous protest against 
the proposal of the Ministry of Education to 
add to what is described as already overloaded 
school programmes. 

At a meeting of the Newtownards branch of 
the Ulster Teachers’ Union the suggested 
changes in the programme were considered at 
great length. ‘The old programme being ad. 
mittedly overlbaded, much surprise was ex- 
pressed that the Ministry should contemplate 
making such large additions. 

It was decided by the membérs that the 
present overloaded programme, reinforced by 
an objectionable inspection system, was mak- 
ing the lives df both teachers and pupils in: 
tolerable, and] it was suggested that the 
parents of the ichildren should be appealed to, 
with a view ito bringing public opinion td 
bear on a department that pays no attenton 
whatever to the views of its workers. 

A resolution urging the executive to take 
Strong and determined action. was passed 
unanimously. 

The matter is also under the consideration 
of the executive committees of the two 
teachers’ organisations.

GREAT BRITAIN’S EXPORTS. 

Returns giving the numbers of pedigree 
stock exported from Great Britain to foreign 
countries show that the total number of 
cattle sent ta those countries in 1926 was 
smaller than in 1925, but still well in excess 
of the number recorded in 1924. Less sheep 
and lambs and pigs, however, were exported 
than in either of the two previous years. 
A noticeable feature was the marked reduo- 
tion on the year in exports of. cattle and 
sheep to Argdntina. 

The number of bulls exported—506—was 
79 fewer than in 1925, but 58 more than 
in 1924. As! usual, Argentina took the 
greater proportion, but the number sent was 
distinctly smaller than in 1925 (269 against 
3357), while the average declared value of 
£168 per head was £100 lower than in the 
prévious year.) Exports to Uruguay numbered 
53 compared with 69 in 1925, but Brazil toak 
30 against 8 in the earlier year. Australia 
also received more (23 against 1 only) but 
South Africa less. 

AVERAGE VALUE OF BULLS. 

Fewer cows and heifers were sent . to 
Argentina, the total of 59 being little over 
one-third of that in 1925, while the average 
value of £98 was somewhat lower. A feature 
was the export of 80 to Brasil (at an average 
of £50 apiece) against 4 only in the previous 
year, but shipments to South Africa fell from 
99 to 7. The trade in calves is usually smal] ; 
in 1925 15 were sent to Belgium and 20 to 
France, but last year Belgium took none at 
all and France 5 only. 

The NG value oí the bulls exported in 


1926 was £153, or over £50 less than in 1825, 
while the value of the cows and heifets 
dropped from} £91 per head to £66; calves, 
however, at | £41 - were double the 
average value in 1925. 

The reductión in the numbers of sheep ahd 
lambs exported largely :ffected Argentina, 
with 629 against 1,102 in 1925, and raga 
(166 against ), but the averagé declare: 
value was notjceably higher at approximat 

per. head in each case compared wi 

£22 in the previous year. Shipments to 
Russia at 266 were 61 larger on the year, bat 
South Africa, Bolivia, and Peru each received 
nothing against 71, 54, and 90, pow greg a 
in 1925. e total exports averaged £26 per 
head, or nearly £4 per head higher than in 
the previous year.

gift of Dublin’s electricity undertaking in 
perpetuity to another group of its own 
nominees. There is no other possible inter- 
pretation of Mr. McGilligan’s claim. 

Being, at this critical moment, temporarily 
deprived of their public representatives, the 
citizens have endeavoured to protest against 
the confiscation of their property through the 
Chamber of Commerce, and through other 
unofficial bodies. So the real onus of defence 
of civic rights has fallen upon the Rathmines 
and other Urban Councils. These Councils 
have declared that Mr. McGilligan’s bill is 
not only flat confiseation, but an abuse of 
public confidence. 

Let us be clear about the facts. The 
country accepted the Siemens-Shuckert scheme 
only when it had béen substantially amended 
by a body of eminent European hydro-elec- 
trical ee On the strenath oí that re- 

s 


ort, só amended, the Government the 
shannon Bill through the Dail: and the 
Senate. Two vital features of that report, 


issued over two years ago, were :— 

(1) The immediaté constitution of a Board 
of Management to superintend the construc- 
tion and operation of the Shannon scheme, 
and to prepare the market for power. 

(2) The supply of current in bulk to the 
Dublin area at an initial price not exceeding 
.53 pence per unit. , 

Having so secured its first Shannon Act, 
the Govérnment’s first blunder was to pro- 


ceed for two years with the work of con- 
struction in é absence of the promised 
Board. That was bad enough; but what is 


happening now? Having to rely upon the 
Dublin area to absorb more than half the 
Shannon output, the Government. holds its 
party pistol to the heads of. the City Com- 
missioners and the Dublin Towuships by dé- 
manding that they shall “sand a de- 
liver ” their properties to a body of unnamed 
bureaucrats. These are the simple, outstand- 
ing and indisputable facts. The only 
question, therefore, which remains for the 
Senate and fo? “the citizens is, whether suffi- 
cient changes can be made in the present 
bill to remove its dangers and to restore 


public confidence. Personally, I do not 
believe that any possible form. of mere 
amendment will meet the case, in view of 


the breaches of faith which have already 
taken place, and of the declared intention 
of Mr. McGilligan and his colleagues to 
trample upon the vested rights of local 
authorities and of everybody else concerned. 

Decency and constitutional procedure both 
dictate one straight course. The Govern 
ment has, at the most, only another two or 
three weeks’ life. It is hardly conceivable 
that it should select the new Board, and set 
it to work in the few days which can re- 
main, if the bill, having passed its various 
stages in the Senate, should become law 
during the hurly-burly of a general election. 
If the Government is- returned, it can re- 
intreduce its bill either in its present, or in 
an amended, form. If the Government is 
beaten at the polls, or if, as is quite pos- 
sible, it has to enter into some ‘‘ coalition ”’ 
arran ent, it is obviously desirable that 
the hands of the new Executive Council 
should be free to modify the scheme and to 
appoint “whatever kind of administrative 

may be decided upon, 

Neither Mr. McGilligan’s youthful en- 
thusiasm nor the Government s very disquiet- 
ing death-bed haste should, therefore, be per- 
mitted to close the door u the electorate, 
or upon the discretion of the new Dail when 


it meetgunext month. The duty and the 
privilege oí the Senate is ingly quite 
clear. It is to preserve liberty of the

The Chairman of the Federation evidently 
misunderstands my position when he says in 
his letter that [ complain that an excessive 
portion of the local rates falls upon the rail- 
way companies for the upkeep of the roads. 
I hold that the railway companies should not 
be compelled to pay anything towards the 
upkeep of the roads, It would be yquite«as 
reasonable to require the Road Authorities to 
contribute to the upkeep of the railways. 
There is little in the chairman’s letter that 
calls for reply. The enumeration of motor 
vehicles in the Free State# divided into two 
categories, does not lead anywhere in the 
solution of this problem, and the statement 
of the import duties payable on ntotors, 
while, no doubt, consoling to the Minister for 
Finance, is absolutely irrelevant to any issue

POSSIBILITIES OF POTTERY. 
Mr. Bodkin said that for centuries many 
good ‘Irishmen had looked askance on 
pictorial art. To speak of pictorial art 
from a business standpoint seemed to them 
a most paradoxical proceeding; the two 
activities were generally considered antago- 
nistic. During the past hundred years, said 
Mr. Bodkin, the interest of the Irish public 
in pictorial art had gradually dwindled 
aimost to vanishing point. At present not 
mcre than half a p native painters were 
maintained in Ireland, and that even in the 
meanest fashion. That position of affairs 
was a national disgrace. It was more: it 
was a national danger. But the severe and 
salutary process of national stock-taking 
which had engrossed them for the past fiv 
years had resulted in their jettisoning many 
of their most cherished and fatal delusions. 
THE LANE PICTURES. 

The agitation about the Lane pictures had 
done much good, for they were beginning to 
long for those pictures and to be willing to 
pay for them to some extent by building a 

gallery to contain them. 

The Department of Education had recently 
set up a Commission to examine the methods 
of art education at present employed in the 
country and to suggest improvements in the 
existing system. Moreover, there was a grow- 
ing interest in their magnificent public col- 
lection of pictures in the National Gallery 
and in Harcourt street, and many people 
were already considering how they might 
best be popularised and made of practical

looking constantly at pictures. At the present 
moment, when we do buy pictures, we seem 
to buy, not so much with the prosnect of 
pleasure as in the hope of a rise. We are 
content to pay a guinea for a dance, or for 
a couple of stalls in: the theatre, though the 
pleasure is a passing one.

sure which lasts, something to which we can 
alwavs turn for the renewal of our failing 
spirit or invigoration of our jaded sense. 

"“ And, after all, a man who buys a pic- 
ture stands to win in two ways. If he backs 
his fancy for a picture without pondering 
overmuch about the effect on his fellows or 
his fortune, he will certainly gain spiritual 
treasure, and it may well be that he gain a 
material treasure also. 1 might even say 
that it is a patriotic duty to buy an occa- 
sional picture; for I am quite safe in 
prophesying if we, as a people, pay more 
attention to pictorial art, our reward will not 
be long in coming, nor meagre when it

ferences in the city and suburbs seeking em- 
ployment, 108 took up the work offered, 17 
declined and 140 failed to return to take up 
work. The wages paid amounted to over 
£1.420. an increase of 24 per cent. on the 
1926 figures, and there was a proportionate 
increase in sales, 

AIDING PRISONERS. 

Each Sunday every hospital in Dublin was 
visited by some members of the Hospitals’ 
Visitation Committee. The work carried out 
by the Prisoners’ Aid Committee was 
naturally beset with many disappointments.

The Shannon Scheme. 


The Dublin Chamber of Commerce was 
asked yesterday to decorate the father of 
the Shannon scheme with a halo. It 
refused to confer this artless apotheosis 
upon the principle of confiscation, but it 
accepted the Shannon Electricity Bill 
under duress, and it thanked Mr. 
McGilligan for certain mercies. We do 
not under-rate the value of these conces- 
sidns, which offer some protection to 
Dublin consumers in the matter of prices, 
and guarantee that the city cannot be com- 
pelled at any time to resume the owner- 
ship of a damaged business. Furthermore, 
we recognise that the form of pressure 
which the Minister for Industry.and Com- 
merce put upon the Chamber was almost 
irresistible. When the Shannon scheme 
was started every Irishman was its friend ; 
its courage and its promise of industrial 
development made a strong appeal to the 
national imagination. Mr. MéGilligan has 
not hesitated to make a—shall we say ?— 
strained use of this volume of good-will. 
In some fashion, still-obseure; his original 
piags miscarried. He departed from the 
proposals of his own experts, which had 
created the good-will, atid produced a 
wholly unexpected measure. His first in- 
tention to supply the Dublin undertakings 
with electricity in bulk was superseded by 
a demand for the right to expropriate those 
undertakings. When the Dublin Chamber 
of Commerce protested Mr. McGilligan te- 
mained utterly resolute on the main point. 
He said, in effect: “This right is vital to 
the success. of the scheme on which the 
State has staked some millions of pounds 
and all its hopes. If you defeat my de- 
mand, you will kill the scheme, and the 
terrible responsibility for that act of 
national murder will be wholly on your 
head.” It was, of course, a false dilemma, 
but the Chamber’s fears prevailed over its 
sense of logic, and to-day Mr. McGilligan 
can claim that the Dublin Chamber of 
Commétce supports his bill, We 
sympathise with, the Chamber's difficulties, 
but we feel that, in shirking the illusion 
of a responsibility, it has accepted a real 
sponsibility of the gravest kind. It has 
ndoned the principle of confiscation, as 
pplied by the State to civic property ; and 
his, surely, is a very ‘serious responsibility 
for the most representative body of business 
men in Dublin. It has thrown its sgis 
over an enterprise in which all the chief 
factors are unknown—the provable demand 
for the Shannon current and its ultimate 
price, the extent to which the power of 
confiscation will be exercised, the personnel 
and qualifications of the board which will 
be the autocrat Of success or disaster. 
Dail: Eireann has failed to elucidate these 
matters; the Chamber of Commerce has 


failed, and now the last word lies with 


the Senate. Will it do its duty to the bill 
and to the taxpayers?; We wish that our 
comment on yesterday's meeting could 
énd here, but we may not ignore the state- 
ment which Sir Simon Maddock, by 
hearsay, ~attributed-to--Mr. McGilligan. 
This : alleged. statement would represent, 
indeed, as ‘Sir Simon said, “a new 
proposal in the ethics of business in this 
country.” We cannot believe that the 
matter will be allowed to rest on hearsay 
by Mr. McGilligan or by those members 
of the Chamber's Council who formed the 
eputation tohime i. 


Tariffs and. Trade. ; 
“The World Economic Conference, which 
will be opened at Geneva to-morrow, will 
be one of-the most widely representative 
assemblies : that ever have been held. 
Although it. has been arranged under the 


auspices of the League of Nations, States 


seven Soviet’ Russia) will take a direct part 
in its discussions. The idea of this Con- 
ference was mooted first in 1925, when 
M, Loucheur, the distinguished French 
economist, proposed that the economic 
problems of. ‘the world, with particular 
reference to those, of Europe, should be 
investigated at Geneva. He advanced the 
view that most modern wars had their 
roots in economic, rather than in political, 
rivalries, and suggested that the proposed 
Conference should aim at the removal 
of potential sources of international 
trouble. Immediately after the Great 
War the economjc condition of Europe 
was. pitiful: é. only were the nations 
exhausted after their long struggle, but 
in their hurry to encourage a revival of 
trade within their borders, they proceeded 
to raise tariff walls against one another, 
with the direst results. The map-makers 
had concentrated all their efforts on 
political reforms when they were parcelling 
out Europe in the several treaties of peace. 
Economic units were rent asunder by 
fantastic frontier changes. Trade restric- 
tions of every conceivable kind were

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imposed by one country against another. 
Currencies were inflated wildly in order 
to maintain a preposterous condition of 
affairs, and within a few years the greater 
part of Europe was in a worse plight than 
that in which it had found itself when 
the war came to an end.

Many of them 
have negotiated trade agreements among 
themselves, dispensing in some instances 
with tariffs and substituting a policy

Europe still is covered 
with a patch-work of customs: barriers 
which are impeding trade and preventing 
the full recovery of the Continent from 
its war losses..

Economic 
Conference is being held. So long as a 


Aariff war is being waged in Europe there 


can be no hope of successful competition 
with United States, That great 
country, wich is composed of States as 
different from one anothef as Albania is 
from Holland or the Irish Free State from 
Czecho-Slovakia, has absclute free trade 
‘within its wide frontiers. A policy of 
protection as between one State and 
another might confer temporary advan- 
tages on individual States, but the people 
of America have .decided that internal 
tariffs would ruin their prosperity. We do 
not suppose that the Geneva Conference will 
rase all the tariff walls of Europe. Vested 
interests are very strong, and years must 


the 


elapse before a real measure of co-opera- 
tion can be achieved; but we may hope 
that a start will be made and that the 
peoples of Europe will begin to recognise 
the identity of their economic interests. 
We are glad to note that the Free State 
Government has appointed its delegates to 
the Economic Conference. This little 
country has a very direct interest in the 
economic recovery of Europe; for, as the 
purchasing power of the Continent in- 
creases, enabling it to buy British manu- 
factures in larger quantities, the purchas- 
ing power of the British people will in- 
crease in proportion, with immediate 
benefit to the Irish exporter of live-stock 
and agricultural produce, British experts 
that the artificial trade 
barriers of the Continent form the greatest 
obstacle to Britain's economic progress; 
sand, as the interests of Britain and the 
Free State in this respect are the same, 
the Irish delegates at Geneva ought to do 
everything in their power to persuade their 
Continental friends to abandon fiscal folly. 
Unfortunately, this country itself is not 
without blame. The Free State Govern- 
ment has imposed a series of protective 
tariffs which, in effect, if not in intention, 
are directed mainly against Great Britain. 
There can be no real excuse for tariffs in a 
country which depends entirely on its agri- 
cultural exports to the British market ; and 
we fear that they were imposed in the first 
instance as a proof of fiscal independence 
rather than as an economic necessity. 
The Free State made precisely the 
same mistake that was made by the 
smaller countries of Europe. It sacrificed 
its higher imterests to a gratuitous 
display of power, with the result that its 
adverse balance of trade is increasing. 
During their stay at Geneva the Free State 
delegates will learn much about Europe's 
plight and its causes. If they make a 
faithful report to the Government on their 
return, another nail will be driven into 
the coffin of protective tariffs.

The New Forest. 


The New Forest rightly is regarded by 
English people with national pride. It is, 
as Mr. Lawrence Chubb, Secretary of the 
Commons Preservation Society, says, ‘‘ the 
largest and most valuable common in the 
country, and, above al], ‘a national park of 
unique interest and beauty.” Consequently, 
the recent economic invasion of the 
Forest, to the detriment of its amenities 
as a park, has aroused indignation, not 


_only in Hampshire» but throughout the 


Kingdom. At a meeting of local residents 
vigorous protests were made against the 
policy of the Forestry Commission, which 
appeared. to regard the administration of 
the New Forest chiefly from the point of 
view of revenue. It is said that magni- 
ficent old trees were cut to be sold for 
timber and the antiquity of venerable oaks 
sacrificed for a few pounds. Wherever 
oaks had been cut firs were planted in 
their place, and already the Forest is dis- 
figured by thousands of acres of Scotch 
firs, neither pleasing to the eye nor profit- 
able as timber. It was complained that 
bird-life was almost.non-existent in these 
fir areas, as there was no food; and that 
ithe beautiful red squirréls, for which the 
New Forest is noted, were being destroyed 
by the Commissioners because they 
occasionally bit. the shoots .of a . fx, 
Fortunately, the agitation,:in which the 
Royal: Society for the Protection of Birds, 
took a share, already has achieved some 
success, and the Forestry Commissioners 
have suggested the appointment of a com-

A Pleasant Cure. 


“Say it while dancing “ is a phrase from 
a popular song which may be taken now 
in a literal sense. Mr, St. John Rumsey, 
instructor for! speech defects at Guy’s 
Hospital, has found that, by drawing the 
attention of stammerers to the law of 
rhythm in danting, he often effects a con- 
siderable improvement in their voice pro- 
duction. Even bad stammerers do not 
stammer when they sing, because their 
thoughts are fixed entirely upon the pro- 
duction the voice, and one of Mr. 
Rumsey’s patients was able to speak per- 
fectly while dancing. The rhythm, how- 
ever, must be smooth. Johann Strauss, the 
famous conductor, as might be expected in 
the grandson of the “ Waltz King,” has 
been predicting that ‘jazz “ will be super- 
seded totally before long by dances which 
have melody and harmony. The Viennese 
waltz, according to Mr. Strauss, has only 
enough of rhythm to make dancing easy ; 
rivthm is “relentless and 
monotonous.”’ |In one it entices; in the 
other it drives.| He recommends those who 
doubt that rhythm is more tiring than 
melody and harmony to make the experi- 
ment of dancing to a drum alone. “ Natives 
dance to peréussion instruments alone, 
but, with them, dancing is usually violent 
physical exercise as well as amusement.” 
Modern dances with a distorted tempo, 
such as the Charleston, would not, Mr.

BORDER SCHOOLS. 
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IMPORTANT NEW ORDER. 


I learn, writes our Enniskillen Corre-

Two of the fleet of thirteen ‘‘ windjammers” 
that are racing’ to England with cargoes of 
Australian wheat have now been spoken. 
These are the Finnish barque Archibald 
Russell, of 2,357 tons gross, and the Swedish 
vessel C. B. Pedersen, of 2,142 tons s. 

The Archibald Russell left Geelong on 
January 5th, and is now about 1,100 miles 
south-west of Queenstown. The Pedersen left 
Sydney ten days later, and is nearly 1,000 
miles astern of her rival.

cedure at inquiries into allegations of 
infamous conduct, etc., etc. 

If at any time the Executive Council is 
satisfied either after or without an inquiry

: FREE REGISTRATIOH. 

The Register to be established under thy 
new measure will be known as ‘ The 
Register of Medical Practitioners for 
Saorstat Eireann.’’ 

The Medical Council] will appoint a 
date for the establishment of the Kezister, 
and this date is not in any event to be 
later than ten months after the passing of 


| the present bill. The persons entitled to be 


registered in the Register and without pay- 
ment of a fee on the establishment of the 
Register are :— 

(a) Every person already registered in the

FOREIGN PRACTITIONERS. - 

With regard to foreign practitioners, the 
bill provides that any person who was 
trained and is for the time being registered 
as a medical and surgical practitioner iv 
any British possession, self-governing 
Dominion or foreign country to which the 
clause applies, sha]! be entitled, on: making 
the prescribed application and paying the 
prescribed fee, to be registered in the Free 
State Register. 

The Executive Council may, by order 
made on the application of the Medical 
Council, apply this section to any British 
possession, self-governing Dominion ot 
foreign country in which there is in force 
legis! ation— 

(a) providing for the registration of medical 
and surgical practitioners by a public 
authority ; .

BIG GPRSE FIRE. 


LORD \VWIMBORNE’'S ESTATE 
ABLAZ Us 


Over aii area of about a mile wide and 
some hundreds of yards deep, gorse on 
Lord Wimborne’s estate at Canford, a few 
miles north of Poole, Dorset, was on fire 
all, Sunday night, and the police ‘are 
searching for a small motor car and some 
people who were seen in the neighbourhood 
before the fire broke out. 

Tt started at about 9 p.m., and was not 
put out until 6 o’clock yesterday morning. 

“There is no doubt that the gorse was 

deliberately set alight,’’ said an official at 
the Estate Office. ‘‘ People were. seen in 
the neighbourhood, but their identity has 
not yet been established.’ 
_ The fire fortunately was confined to 
private ground on the estate, and was some 
distance away from any buildings or 
dwellinghouses. It was put out by the. 
estate staff, who beat the burning gorse 
with sticks and bars. No one was hurt, 
and no damage was done except to the 
gorse. The blaze lit up the countryside for 
miles around, and could be seen from as 
far away as Bournemouth. 

Scores of visitors motored out from 
Bournemouth and other places, and joined 
a large crowd of sightseers who had 
gathered from neighbouring villages to 
watch the efforts of the staff and the local 
fire brigades in their fight with the flames. 

The fire brigades were hampered by lack 
of water.

NEW YORK, Monday. 

At bay, with her back to the wall, and 
fighting—screaming it almost seemed to those 
nresent in Court—like a trapped animal, Miss 
Ruth Snyder, who is charged, together with 
Mr. Judd Gray, with the murder of Mrs. 
Snyder's husband, to-day. faced the ordeal of 
subtle, trenchant cross-examinatiow. 

After she had entered the box this morning 
and smoothly dovetailed an emotional story 
of the murder, she was subjected to the strain 
of an intensive barrage. Questions were 
launched at her with Socratic persistency and 
irony by both the District Attorney and the 
counsel] for Gray, her co-defendant and former 
lover, on whose drooping shoulders she has 
unhesitatingly placed the whole blame and 
responsibility for the tragedy. 

Judd Gray's counsel elicited from the 
witness the statement that’ she had been 
introduced to his client by a man whom she 
had met at a night club. She admitted that 
on her visits to a prominent New York 
hotel with Gray she was sometimes 
accompanied by her nine-year-old daughter. 

Replying to questions regarding insurance 
on her husband’s life. Mrs. Snyder showed 
excitement. She denied that she had ever 
told her neighbours that her husband was 
carrying a great deal of insurance that he 
knew nothing about. 

She raised her voice to.a shrill pitch of 
anger when asked why Gray should desire to 
kill her husband. and exclaimed: ‘‘To get 
the insurance money, I was the beneficiary, 
but he knew how to get the money out of 
me.’’—(Reuter.) : 


BERLIN’S STARVING 
DOGS. 
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EFFECT OF THE HIGH TAX, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 

HL BERLIN, Monday. 

No fewer than 320,172 dogs big 

abandoned in the Berlin streets in 1926, 

according to the Society for the Protec- 

tion of Animals in its latest report. 

Owing to the increased dog tax in 
Germany, most of these dogs. were 
deserted by their owners, who were unable 
to pay the tax. The majority of the 
dogs were taken off the streets in a 
starving condition and brought to the dog 
pound. 

Here they were publicly auctioned twice 
a week, unless re-claimed by their owners 
within four days. If they were not sold, 
they were generally put to death in the 
lethal chamber. 

The Society for the Prevention. of 
Cruelty to Animals denounces Berlin as 
holding the record for German cities in 
the matter of cruelty to animals. In the 
German capita] the Society apprehended 
1,900 persons for cases of cruelty, and of 
this number 1,612 were punished.

An immense amount of water has been 
diverted from the Mibsissippi River below 
New Orleans. . Roaring through the 
widened. breach at Poydras, a flood almost 
as great as that of Niagara, has covered 
sixteen squate miles of the parishes 
(counties) of St. Bernard and Plaquemine, 
from 10ft. to 20ft. deep, and as. múch 
nore water has found its way seawards. 

Yet so great is the press of waters 
behind that in the 24 hours yesterday the 
river at New Orleans dropped only one-

Up the Mississippi Valley, 200 miles 
and more above the city, the havoc is 
constantly increasing.

THOUSANDS IN FLIGHT. 

Last night thousands of them were in 
flizht from the waters, which they could 
hear thundering froin many miles away. 

It was stated that if the other levees 
below Vicksburg hald and the Glasscock 
break got no wider;.the river at Natchez 
would reach a record height of 58.5 feet. 
The water flowing through the Glasscock 
crevasse would retutn fo the main streams 
Joining the floods from the Ouachita and 
Red Rivers, and would intensify the flood 
situation in the Atg¢hafalaya (Mississippi) 
River below the old river.

the stretch of the river from Natchez to 
Vicksburg. 

RELIEF WORK, 

The public health agencies of 14 States 
are co-operating 1 relief work, und sup- 
plies are being sent from hundreds of 
miles away to the flooded area. Yester- 
day, for example, 60 coastguardsmen, with 
fifteen surf boats, were sent to Vicksbury 
by special train from New Jersey to aid 
in picking up persons marooned by the 
floods.

WASHINGTON, Monday. 

Mr. Hoover, Secretary of Commerce, 
who specially commissioned by 
President Coolidge to investigate and re- 
port upon the Mississippi flood disaster, 
this morning gave the President a first 
hand account 6f} the situation in. the 
flooded areas. 

He estimated that the number of people 
rendered homeless a quarter of a 
million, but expressed confidence that 
they would be properly looked after by 
the Red Cross organisation.

The first five million dollars will, he 
explains, bé‘insufficient, because the num- 
ber of persons tó be cared for has been 
doubled, and “ the crest of the flood has 
not reached all parts.”’

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MISSISSIPPL FLOODS. 
----- +> = 
A PROBLEM OF GREAT 


DIFFICULTY. 


In a leading article upon the Mississippi 
floods, The Times observes :—'‘ Everything 
about the Mississippi is great, even its very 
name,’ wrote one of our correspondents in a 
description of the annual floods of the 
greatest. if not actually the longest, of the 
rivers of fhe world. It has now inflicted 
proportionate losses upon the region which it 
has attacked, but on the part of the authori- 
ties and the people of the Valley States it 
has called forth an effort of a magnitude cor- 
responding to the danger. 

Everywhere in the flooded area the work of 
rescue and relief has been swiftly organised, 
with the aid of all the resources of 
an active, wealthy, and generous’ com- 
munity. ‘The task of relieving the yxreat 
mass of refugees. most of them. smal] 
tenant farmers, aud of restoring their 
prosperity will not setiously tax” the 
resources of the United Stafes; but the pre- 
paration of adequate méasures to deal with 
a recurrence of a disaster of the scale of this 
year's deluge “would entail enormous expen. 
diture, and would involve wu much closer co- 
operation between Federal and State Govern. 
ments than has been customary in the past. 

Mr. Hoover. who is plaving a Aeading part 
in the organisation of relief, is said to be 
sceptical. of the efficacy of the expensive 
schemes which have been mooted for the cou- 
struction of escapes from flood water, and 
from the reafforestation of denuded areas on 
the upper reaches of the Mississippi. It is 
indeed possible that the very magnitude of 
the probes presented by the river, and its 
army of affluents, may defeat any solution. 
In that case. there is nothing to do but to 
exercise constant. vigilance, and to strengthen 
the levees! Even those precautions may 
again prove unavailing, if the unusual circum. 
stances of this spring are tragically repeated.

To-day, the anniversary of the beginning 
of last year’s general strike, a debate i 
the House of Commons on the Trade Dis- 
putes and Trade Unions Bill was opened 
by Sir Douglas Hogg, the Attorney- 
General The attendance in t@® House 
was good, all the Conservative ‘benches 
being well tilled, but it is was noticeable 
that there were gaps in the Liberal and 
labour benches. The yalleries were 
crowded, and the public gallery contained 
a considerable number of women, the pre 
portion as compared with men being quite 
two-thirds. It is a dong time since there 
were such lively Qarliamentary proctedings 
as marked the p vie of the battle be- 
tween the Government and the Opposition. 
The Attorney-General spoke for about 
two’ hours, amid a running: fire of 
interruptions from the Labour benches, 
and more than once the Speaker was 
obliged to intervene. The principal 
offenders were Mr. Jack Jones, who was 
finally ordered to withdraw from the 
House; Mr. Will Thorne, Mr. Mackinder, 
and Mr. Beckett. 

Tie first outburst of feeling came when 
Sir Douglas Hogg asked for co-operation 
in drafting amendments to rectify any 
possible ambiguities in the bill. The 
Labour members laughed ironically at the 
idea of being asked to assist the Govern- 
ment, and they renewed their derisive 
shouts when, in oder to remove any itz 
apprehension from their minds, the 
Attorney-General said that the Govern- 
ment would strenuously resist any attempt 
to defeat the main principle of the bill. 


FOUR PROPOSITIONS. 


Sir Douglas said that the objects of the 
bill might be expressed in four general 
propositions. 

The first was thal a general strike was 
illegal—(Mr. Will Thorne-—" Never has 
been one, ' and Labour interruption)— and 
that no man should be penalised for re 
fusing to take part in it. (Ministerial 
cheers. ) 

The second that 1n- 
timidation was illegal, and that no man 
should be coerced by threats to abstain 
from work against his will. 

The third proposition was that no man 
should be compelled to subscribe to the 
funds of any political patty unless he so 
desired, (Labour cries of: “Give him a 
Peerage"? and “Suppose he wants a 
title.) i 

The. fourth proposition was that any 
person in the established Civil Service 
must give his undivided allegiance to the 
State 

Was any member of the House prepared 
to ass@rt that any one of those proposi- 
tions was wrong? In its declaration that 
the general strike was illegal, the bill 
followed the latest judgment, which was 
that of Mr. Justice Astbury. ’

Sir Douglas Hogy said that the facts 
that Mr Justice Astbury granted 
an injunction agaist the National Sea- 
mens Union on two grounds—first, that 
there had been non-compliance with the 
rulés of the Union, and, secondly, : that 
nd veneral strike was illegal.

OTHER PARTIES CRITICISED. 

Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., addressed a 
meeting of his constituents at the Rathmines 
Town Hall last night. Mr. E. H. Alton, 


T.D:, F..T.C.D., presided. 

The Chairman spoke of the good work 
that had been done by Major Cooper in the 
Dail. It was to the Dail that they must 
look for the final Solution of all Ireland's 
difficulties. It was there that all the various 
elements that comprise the nation should be 
represented, and it was there that they could 
hope that all differences would be sunk once 
and for all. Major Cooper, the Chairman 
said, had been zealous in guarding the in- 
terests of his constituents, and a faithful 
servant of his constituents. 

MAJOR COOPER. 

Major Bryan Cooper, who was well re- 
veived, referred to the speech made by the 
Minister for Education eight days ago in 
Kerry, when he said that an Independent 
Was a person whe could sot be depended 
on. It was not the first time that he (Major 
Cooper) heard or read that statement. It 
ini ht have been made by Sydney Smith 
a ME sis years agu. It was a true state- 
ment in @ sense, because Indépendents could 
not be depénded un tu voté on a thing regard: 
less of the merits of the case at stake, and 
they would uot go into “the lobby at the 
crack of the party whip, or without regard 
tu any judgment or their own conscience. 

Referring tu the declaration of the Fianna 
Fail Party, that part of their policy would 
be to berrow £50,000,000 for development 
‘purposes, and that they would repudiate the 
debts due to Britain, he asked where would 
the security for that 50 millions come from 
if they were to repudiate another debt? The 
same party said that they would stop emigra- 
tion, but in his (Major Cooper's) opinion, 
emigration was caused by the campaign of 
destruction. on which their own party em- 
barked, the burning and destruction of places 
that were now left in black ruin. 

The object of the Labour Party, he said, 
was to make the poor richer, ang the rich 
poorer, but his (Major @ooper’s) object was, 
if possible, to make the poor richér and the 
rich still richer by the cottage sa of the 
country. He differed from Captain Red- 
mond’s methods simply because of his actions 
in the Dail. Captain Redmond criticised 
the Government and the éstimates in speeches 
outside the Dail, while he (Major Cooper) 
etiticised them from inside the Dail. » 

AMENDMENTS IN THE DAIL. 

Continuing, he said that of fourteen divi 
sions that had been taken in the Dail on the 
estimates, seven were moved by him, four 
by Mr. Johnson, one by Mr. Wilson, one 
by Mr. Conor Hogan, and one by Mr. Heffer- 
nan. The total reductions in estimates repre- 
sented by these amendments amounted ,to 
£1 659,047, but Captain Redmond made only 
one speech < the Dail, when he 
asked when AS certain action. was 
going to be heard. He (Major Cooper) 
moved amendments involving a 


A Voice—What is the use of proposing 
an amendment for a reduction if it is voted 
down by a mechanical majority? 

Major Cooper—-But it gives you an oppor- 
tunity of rubbing it in to the respousible 
Minister, and my amendménts last year had 
the result of reducing the expenditure in 
these particular departments by £165,997. 

Continuing, Major Cooper referred to the 
Government Party, and said that the Govern- 
ment had done great and valuable work in 
restoring order and sécurity to this country. 
They should always acknowledge their debt 
to the Government for that. The Uovern- 
ment had some men of ability. They were 
far-sering=-so far-seeing that they told no 
one of what they saw. It was not a party. 
however, that he would give a blank cheque 
to. ” He had-no-atternative but to stand as 
he did before—as an independent candidate. 
In answer to a question regarding a tax 
on imported flour, Major Cooper said that 
he would support no tariff that was not 
recommended by the Tariff Commission. 
Replying to questions put by Mr. Dagg 
as to whether he was in favour of the bonuses 
yiven to civil servants, he said that the wages 
for unskilled labour and employés in busi- 
nesses hed increased by 50 per cent; and 100 
per cert. of pre-war rates, but civil servants 
had got no increase since 1914, and they 
could not expect to get competent civil 
servants on their pre-war salaries, He was, 
however, in favour of a revision of the war 
bonus.

In the High Court, Belfast, yesterday, be- 
fore the Lord Chief Justice and a special 
jury, Terence Ruddy, of Newry, sought to 
obtain damages for libel from John Fearon, 
Lower Water street, Newry; Patrick Burns, 
Needham street, Newry; Thomas Foran, 
Kenilworth square, Dublin; Michael Duffy, 
St James's terrace, Malahide; and Michael 
Hil!, Roche’s Buildings, Cork, trustees on 
behalf of the-Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union; and Méssrs. Cahill and 
Co., Ltd., printers, Dublin, for an alleged 
libel contained in a weekly paper, called 
The Voice of Labour, which accused plaintiff 
of corrúption and jobbery in his. conduct as 
chairman of the Gas Committee of the Newry 
Urban Council. 

The hearing was adjourned till to-day. 

COUNSEL'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Williamson, K.C., said that the ques- 
tion they would have to try was whether 
the document was a libel, and whether the 
statements were true, and the comment fair 
and without malice. The plaintiff was a 
strong Nationalist, who had been in busi- 
ness in Newry for 40 years, representing a 
ward in the Urban District Council, His 
minor crime was that he had not joined 
the Labour Party beeause he thought that, as 
it existed in Newry, it was not for the bene- 
fit of the labourers. Plaintiff was conductor 
of St. Joseph's Band in Newry. In the Great 
War he plaved “God Save the.

exposed the most bharefaced piece of jobbery 
known in the history of the Urban Counei!.”’ 
Again, referring to the band which plaintiff 
conducted, the paragraph ran; “ This band 
is notoriously pro-British, and is ‘infamous 
locally for its recruiting stunts during the 
war. He (meaning plaintiff) went to Belfast 
to blow wee Joe Devlin into his seat.” 
(Laughter.) 

One of the complaints of this Labour paper, 
said counsel, was that Mr. Ruddy corruptly 
got an Englishman emploved at the Gas 
Works at 15s. a week, in order that he should 
play in his band. 

THE PARAGRAPH. 

Counsel then read the paragraph com- 
plained of :—-‘‘ Was it a case of you join my 
band, and I will get you a job?” It was 
added: ' Was the Council going to allow 
jobbery of this kind? Ruddy’s lame excuse 
was that the gas manager asked him to look 
for a boy; this boy subsequently came and 
asked him for a job, and he recommended 
him to the manager.” 

In conclusion, the paragraph ran: ‘ After 
a discussion, the matter dropped, and it is 
hoped that Ruddy’s, game of jobbery is 
knocked on the head, because it is as plain as 
a pikestaff that he uses his office as Chairman 
of the Gas Committee to get talent for his 
infamous band.’”’ 

Mr. Terence Ruddy, the. plaintiff, then 
entered the witness-box, and denied in detail 
the charges contained in the publication in 
question.

“OF OFFICIALS. 
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The Belfast Corporation, at its monthly 
meeting yesterday, adopted a “ Geddes’ 
Axe’’ Committee proposal, with a view to 
obtaining greater efficiency and effecting 
substantial economies. 

Five members of the City Council were 
appointed as a Special Committee to in- 
quire into the salaries, wages, and .duties 
of all Corporation employés, afid to bring 
in recommendations, where it considers 
révision called for, either in the size of 
the staff in any particular department, or 
in the salaries or wages paid, having re- 
gard to the nature of the duties performed. 
The Committee is to submit a report to the 
Council within two months. 


ANOMALIES. 


‘WORK FOR GIRLS.’ 

Councillor McClure, who put forward the 
proposal, is a Belfast accountant, who, since 
his election for Duncairn Ward, has given 
special attention to financial questions in the 
City Council, including the investigation of 
the housing scandals. In moving the resolu- 
tion he pointed out that one Councillor was 
in favour of reducing all salaries over £300 a 
year by 10 per cent. and all under £300 by 

per cent. The hole system of. employ- 
ment wus wasteful and extravagant in the 
extreme, Mr. McClure said. He did not say 
that all the salaried officials were overpaid; 
some were probably not sufficiently paid. 
But there were anomalies. Take the clerks 
in the Town (Clerk’s office, who performed 
very important duties. They had to be 
acquainted with Acts of Parliament, and they 
were constantly walking over pitfalls into 
which they might drop themselves, or into 
which the committee might fall. Yet they 
were paid exactly the same as a man who for 
years, perhaps, had been doing nothing 
beyond writing out receipts for ls. a time for 
dustbins. It took some ruthlessness to deal 
with the matter, because, unfortunately, any 
remarks that were made might be taken «s 


personal. | 
TRAMWAY OFFICIALS. 

It was an outrageous fact that work was 
being done by /high-paid officials whieh could 
be done by girls. When a month or two ago 
he moved for a committee such as he now 
sought he went into the salaries and wages of 
the tramways department, and his eyes were 
opened. The mh list. was in the neigh- 
bourhood of £25,000 per annum. He ven- 
tured the work could be efficiently carried out 
for half that amount. They had twenty cash 
receivers at salaries, approximately, a 
year each, and he suggested to the manager 
that the work could be done by ten or twelve 
girls at 30s. of £2 a week. Later the tram- 
ways manager reported that he had looked 
into the. matter and reported he could do 
away with six of the officials, and thus save 
£1,200 a year. But, even if they did that, 
the whole position was wrong, for these men 
would presently reach £300 a year. Admit- 
tedly there was a tremendous lot of routine 
office work. but it should not take a staff of 
eighteen clerks at their present salaries, The 
lowest of the eighteen, apart from three 
apprentices, \was the corresponding typist, 
who had only £240 a year to go on with | 

UNDERSTAFFED DEPARTMENTS, 

Proceeding, he said that some departments 
were understaffed, and that was why he had 
worded his resdlution as he did. New depart- 
ments were rising up, where they were build-

At the Bray Barrack yesterday, Mn 
Edward Byrne, Peace’ Commissiofer, re- 
manded six men and two women on charges 
connected with the discovery of an. illicit 
still early on last Sunday morning in a 
farmer's house, near Kilcool, by the Bray 
and Greystones Civic Guard One of the 
men was also charged with having been in 


' possession of a revolver and ammunition. 


Four of the men were kept in custody, but 
all the others were allowed bail until Fri- 
day next. 


THE CHARGES.

ILLICIT SPIRIT IN BOTTLES. 


The prisoners were William Smyth and his 
wife, Emily Smyth; Edward Tucker and his 
wife, Helena Tucker; John Evans, Herbert 
Edward Tucker, William Tucker, and Hugh 
McArdle or James Murphy, and they were 

rosecuted by Superintendent Casserley, of 
he Civic Guard. 

The cases of the men who were not found 
on the premises where the still was found 
were taken first. 

When Herbert Edward Tucker was put 
forward, Guard Patrick Lally said that at 
“The Beech,’ Greystones, he found the 
prisoner in ion. of three small bottles 
containing a small quantity of rage | 
made spirits. He apd Guard Patrick Mul- 
rooney searched the house on Sunday. 
Tucker said that he had never seen poteen in 
his life. He sent his brother, William, for 
some whiskey, he said, during the week. He 
did not know if it was poteen, as he used it 
in gruel. In a previous statement, which 
Tucker asked to be used, the prisoner. said 
that he was a brother of William and Edward 
Tucker. Mrs. Smyth was his mother by her 
first marriage. He had not been at Bally- 
loughlin House for about twelve or fifteen 
months,. but was aware that Edward Tucker 
and his wife were frequent visitors there. 

The defendant was remanded on bail. 

John Evans, Trafalgar road, Greystones, 
was also charged with having bottles con- 
taining a small quantity of spirits which had 
been unlawfully made in his possession. He 
said that he got it from a friend in Dublin 
whose name he did not know. He knew the 
Tuckers and Smyth very well. William 
Tucker was living in a cottage that he (Evans) 
owned, 5 

The defendant was allowed out Gn bail 
until the next court day. 

A REVOLVER AND AMMUNITION. 

William Tucker, Trafalgar road, Greystones, 
who was also charged with the possession of 
bottles which contained a small quantity of 
unlawfully made spirits, was further charged 
with the unlawful possession of a .380 fevolver 
and twelve-rounds of ammunition. . 

Guard Patrick Mulrooney said that he found 
three small bottles in the defendant's bet- 
room, Tucker told him that he got the bottles 
from a friend in Dublin. The revolver was 
found in a holster case wrapped in cloth. with 
the ammunition. The defendant said that the 
‘revolver had been there for twelvé veai's 
He was a painter and was a brother of 
Edward Tucker. Smyth was his father-in- 
law. He bought whiskey at Dann’s. licensed 
premises'and gave it to John Evans. ' He did 
not give Evans poteen. Murphy had given 
him some poteen. 

The prisoner was remanded in custedy. 

THE ILLICIT STILL. 

After lunch, five prisoners were put for- 
ward, and the principal charge of keeping an 
illicit still was then taken. The defendants 
were William Smyth, Emily Smyth, Edward 
Tucker, Helena Tucker, and Hugh McArdle. 

Sergeant Sutton, Kilcool, said that, “with 
Guards Lally and Stanton, on Saturday night, 
April 30th, he proceeded to Greystones, where 
he met Guards Milrooney, Regan and Nolan. 
They all went to Ballvlougblin. and searched 
the lands of William Smyth in the early bours 
of Sunday morning. They searched the out- 
offices of Ballyloughlin, and Guard Regan 
found malt grains in a tub. The 
Guards then surrounded the house. Guard 
Mulrooney knocked at the front door 
four times. There was no response, but, they 
heard shuffling inside. ruard Mulrooney 
called on Smyth to open the door, and a 
voice inside replied: “‘ There is no Mr. Smyth 
here; what do you want?” He‘ recognised 
the voice as that of Hugh McArdle. one of 
the defendants. They called on him to open 

er do so. “The voice 
asked what they wanted, and they said that 
they were Civic Guards on duty, and de- 
manded that the door should be opened. 
Another voice from inside asked: “ What is 
their authority?” This was William Smyth’s 
yoice. The sergeant threatened to put in the 
door, and McArdle said that he must go up. 
stairs first for his trousers. ’ 

THE DOOR FORCED. 

The sergeant told hini to hurry up or they 
would force an entrance. They waited for 
some minutes, and, as the door was not 
opened, they called out that they would be 
compelled to break in the door. It was then 
twelve minutes after the first knock. They 
heard movements in the house, and’ as the 
front door had not been opened, Sergeant 


| Sutton called to the Guards to force the back 


door. This was done, áná the Guards at the 
rear of the house enteréd and opened the door 
at the front. Guards Nolan and Lally were 
posted at these doors, and the sergeant began 
to search the house, sending his men to 
different parts of it. In a room off the 
kitchen they discovered a still in full working 
order. 
was being run. The illicit spirit was coming 
through a ‘‘ worm ”’ into an enamelled bucket, 

The room contained a copper still, a barrel 
of water, which served as a cooler. an 
enamelled bucket, in which were about, five 
pints of illieit gpirit, a dipper; a half-gallon 
measure, a churn, five barrels of malt. one of 
them containing “ wash,” # bottle containing 
glycerine, a bottle of treacle, a quantity of 
bluestone, a bag of yeast, a hydrometér in a 
case, a chemistry book, and a book of spirit 
tables. They also found a small churn con- 
taining potatoes. In a piggery he found a 
trough full of grains, Sergeant Sutton 
arrested Edward Tucker, and Hugh McArdle 
who at that time gave his name as James 
Murphy. He belonged to Newtownmount- 
kennedy. He also arrested William Smyth, 
who said that he was not making illicit spirit, 
He also said that two men called at his house 
and asked him to let the house. had let 
it at Bl a week to one of the men, Patrick 
Graham. He did not know the other man’s 
name, but he was the man that they had in 
custody under the name of Murphy. Graham 
and Murphy had been living at Ballyloughlin 
since January. 

Edward Tucker said that he knew nothing 
whatever about it; that he came across from 
og on the previous night. Hugh 
McArdle (James ge ag Shag said that he 
knew nothing about it. He had been living 
there for two months, working on the farm, 
employed by Kelly, who had taken the land. 
He said that he lived in the house with 
Smyth. The 1g ws said that he also 
arrested Edward Tucker, Emily Smyth and 
Helena Tucker. 

MAN UNDER THE BED. 

Guard Mulrooney stated that when the raid 
was made in Ballyloughlin House -he found 
Hugh McArdle (or James Murphy) under the 
bed. He ES him by the hand and pulled 
him out, and he had nothing.on but his shirt. 
He said that his name was James Murphy, of 
Newtownmountkennedy, ' When asked what 
he was doing there, he did not answer.’ 
Edward Tucker told him that he had his 
supper with the rest of them in the kitchen, 
but did not know there was a still there. 
Mrs. Smyth and Mrs, Tucker made state- 
ments denying knowledge of the still. 

Other evidence having been given, the 
defendants, McArdle, William Smyth and 
Edward Tucker, were remanded in custody to 
Mountjoy. Mrs. Smyth and Mrs, Tucker 
were remanded on bail.

EYOND Kiukiang the river seems 
pinned in. Perceptibly narrower and 
easier to handle, dyking has certainly be- 
come more prevalent, a proof that man 
les: perenially against nature over- 
whelming him wheneyer he has the chance. 
This giant, who sinks all the. earth 
beneath him, can be beaten off only in one 
way—by piling the earth in mighty 
barriers wherever feasible. At Kiukiang 
itself the river has been known to be a 


can be done; for when the snows in the 
distant Himalayas have melted and the 
torrential summer rains have fallen, there 
is a mighty rise of forty feet in the water 
level, which “cannot be arrested in the 
region of the Poyang Lake. 

The main charge against that» fallen 
war lord, Wu Pei-fu, and the reason why 
popular sentiment in the Yangtse Valley 
turned against him, was because he cut 
the dykes in 1921, during his war with 
Hunan Province, so as to drown his 
opponents.

The higher you go up-river the more im- 
portant do the water gauges become. They 
are watched in winter and spring much as the 
thertnometer is watched in summer; they are 
the measure of daily existence, the promise of 
the future. When the Yangtse is at its 
lowest in January navigation can still go on 
after a fashion in the main river, but not on 
the upper river or on the tributary rivers. 
There it has to be virtually suspended. In 
March occurs the ‘‘ false rise, due to flush- 
ing by ‘thé ‘spting ‘rains. But this speedily 
passes, and not until April does the 
great rise begin and ocean «teamers go 
up-river. - Ultimately all channels are so 
deepened that even battleships can steam six 
hundred miles, H.M.S. Glory having anchored 
off Hankow in the Boxer Year of 1900, and 
by its mere presence stemmed that revolt. 
Just now even destroyers “‘squat”’ on the 
bottom in places; the whole foreign popula- 
tion is waiting for high water, and the big 


ships. 
THE KEY TO CHINA. | 

Hundreds of sails are now to be seen in 
the middle distance and on the horizon. They 
lie anchored in creeks in solid squadrons, or 
beat up against the wind and the two-knot 
current. The nearer you get to Hankow the 
more numerous they become; for the much- 
used Han River runs into the Yangtse here 
from the north-west, a means of communica- 
tion with the heart of old China+the original 
Honan and Shensi pre-Christian home of the 
Chinese race—while to the south-west runs 
the Hsiang River and the Tungting Lake, 
and a network of smaller rivers, all much 
frequented by every kind of boat. 

Hankow is thus the meeting place of all 
the clans, nine provinces being in direct 
water contmunication with “it. s the triple 
city looms up (Wuchang on the south bank, 
Hanyang west of the Han River, and Hankow, 
the main city) this significance becomes 
apparent. Hankow is a key which can lock 
the door on every water activity through the 
heart of China, or open the floodgates of 
disorder right down to the sea 

That it is disorder that now rules is proved 
by the curses which float to our ears from a 
skiff which rows down stream, with two 
Yousy soldiers lounging in her stern, their 
rifles-in their hands. They bring to mind the 
thougittfulness of the shippmg company in 
‘tying loose steel ship plates round the cabin 
space and posting this speaking notice :— 

“ Passengers travelling between ports. on 
the Yangtse River are hereby warned that 
indiscriminate firing on shina by natrre 
troops occurs at various points along the 
river, and in travelling by out vessels under 
these conditions they do ao entirely at their 
oun risk,” 

The triple city draws steadily nearer and 
smoke hangs heavily in the air. At Seven- 
Mile Creek factories commence, but most of 
them aré not working, Presently the railway 
to Peking, running parallel ta the river, 
comes into view. There are no trains moving 
on it; but crowds. of soldiers are exercising 
in the yards, and othér columns are spread 
along the roads. The ‘‘front”’ towards the 
North is less than a hundred miles away, 
and, although beyond this there is a zone 
full of neutral troops extending for at least 
another hundred miles, if Chang ‘Ryo-lin’s 
drive South begins in earnest it will not be 
long before its effects are felt right down to 
this river terminus. Signals fly and our 
speed dies down. 

LOOKING FOR TROUBLE. 

We are going right alongside a hulk, since 
to-day there is nominal perce in Hankow 
and no public danger. The Custom House, 
with its tall tower and Ionic columns, is to 
our left; immediately in front of us is the 
stretch of bund and foreshore which British 
marines and sailors so heroically held without 
firing against enormous mobs pouring out from 
behind. the Custom House on January ó. 
Some day a monument shoyld be put up here, 
when this new Majuba has been. atoned for. 

Up-river troops crowd the foreshore. They 
are Kweichow troops coming to reinforce the 
Cantonese, with’ ioffcets «moynted on tiny 
Szechuen ponies, a dirty, ‘murderous-looking 
band. A triumphal areh of red cloth and 
bainboo has been put up to greet them as 
they come ashore; they stare conterptuously 
at the foreigners and their steamers. 

Everywhere along the British bund is the 
Kuomintang flag and the National flag. Both 
varieties abound, the blue flag with the white 
sun (Kuomintang) and the red flag with the 


The fire was alight, and the “ stuff á blue quartered (Nationalist), which so re- 


sembles the Soviet flag. My first impressian 
is that there is a roughness and a rudeness 
abroad which are extraordinary. Chinese 
talk to Chinese insolently; fights break out 
repeatedivy; everybody appears to have a 
grievance and to be looking for trouble, a 
harsh un-Chinese note, which proves how far 
the people have been prostituted by red 
doctfines. 

On shore the first View of the pickets 
This extraordinary organisation, which is clad 
in a blue uniform, although nominally the 
police of the labour umams, is the Chinese 
equivalent of the Cheka—the nearest they can 
get tu the Soviet mowehards. Armed some- 
times with staves and sometimes with rifles, 
they represent one of the most detestable 
elements in a detestable situation. Combining 
the role of provocative agents with a more 
concealed form of terrofism, they have been 
so drilled and instructed by Soviet agents that 
no business is safe from them, Their scouts 
are everywhere. They terrorise all classes ; 
they have taken the place of the hordes of 
Yamen-runners, who a generation ago under 
the Manchu régime used to batten on the 
people whenever rioting had been put down, 
and the officials had told their myrmidons to 
do their worst, 

RUSSIAN “ ART.” 

On the streets very few Europeans. The 
houses and walls of the British Concession are 
still plastered with Nationalist propaganda. 
Many have pictures of the traditional John 
Bull running away, chased by Chinese; all 
the illustrated posters without exception. are 
plainly the work of Russian artists—not 
Chinese. Thus they make the curious mistake 
of using the Russian wolf, not the Chinese 
tiger, to depict predatory, England; and_ in 
the pictures denouncing Chang Tso-lin and his 
Manchurian army, they show his troops violat- 
draw. It is not only in the British Con- 
eéssion that this ás io-he seen, but aláa ip fhe 
French and Jhpdnése Contessions, which are 
in a semi-conquered state. 

Enormous quantities of Commynistic and 
Nationalist literature have been pasted u 
it is the era of the printing press and t 
pamphleteer and contempt for the foreigner.

NO SENSE OF HONOUR.

but to so contrive’ if that Britain would be | 
the villain in the piece. They thoroughly be- 
lieved that, although the public humiliation of 
England might fail in the first instance, final 
victory would not be long delayed. If Britain 
struck back that would be used against her. 
If, on the other hand, she bent down to avoid 
the blow, she would straighten herself up to 
find that she had been irredeemably. injured 
in China. © 

In order to make what follows clear, this 
word, of explanation should here be inter- 
jected. 

Harry Parkes in 1861. had laid out. the 
British Concession in Hankow, just as he had 
laid out the British Concessions at Kiukiang 
and Chinkiang. For some years these were 
the only foreign Condessions on the river. But 
presently Russia and France made similar ar- 
rangements in Hankow; Germany and Japan 
followed suit after 1900, Relgium likewise ob- 
taining a railway Concession, as she was finan- 
cially interested in the Peking-Hankéw Rail- 
way. The world-war and China’s nominal 
participation in that enterprise struck out 
the German Concession, which was henceforth 
administered by the Chinese territorial 
authorities. as a special area, 

The Bolshevik revolution, followed by the 
abandonment hy the Soviet Government of 
Concessions and extra-territoriality, put the 
Russian Concession in the same category. This 
made the situation particularly favourable 
for a coup against) the British, since the 
British Concession was wedged in between the 
densely-populated native city and the ex- 
Russian Concession, which. being in Chinese 
hands, permitted an attack on hoth flanks and 
the rear, and made communication with the 
French impossible. The French were likewise 
isolated hy another pocket (the ex-German 
Concession) from the Japanese, who had No- 
Man 's-Land around them. The one safety 
zone was the river, on. which were anchored 
the guriboats. 

HOW THE POSITION WAS SAVED. 

I do not desire to say anything unjust, par- 
ticularly as this matter can scarcely fail to 
become a subject of public inquiry when 
the British people | realise what the conse-" 
quences have been. But, faced with the most 
serious issue which has confronted Britain 
in Asia since the Indian Mutiny, Admival 
Sinclair removed all yexsels capable of deal- 
ing with the situation, so that when the hour 
of trial came the maximum force which could 
be landed was under 150 men. 

If this was the position on water, on land it 
was hardly any better. In the Hankow riots 
of 1925, which followed the Shanghai shooting 
of May 30, the temporary Consul-General, 
Mr. Porter, had aéquitted himself so admir- 
ably that he had saved the position with two 
Short bursts of ieaiineans fire at one barri- 
cade. Had he beep retained in Hankow the 
course of events in 1927 would have been very 
different. But the substantial appointment 
belonged tó Myr. Consul-Gfeneral Goffe, who 
from the beginning acted on the assumption 
that any resistance; was out of the question, 
and openly declared that there could only be 
one end. 

The Cantonese extremists, steadily reinfore- 
ing the Hankow labour unions with ex-Hong 
Kong strikers, who had been released from 
their duties as pickets in Canton owing to the 
nominal termination of the Hong Kong 
boveott, studied the ground carefully, and 
multiplied daily incidents. They could not 
help knowing, in a land of spies. that the 
British Consul-General openly admitted that 
the British Concession would have to. be sur- 
rendered, since everyone heard him saying 
that early in November, due to his advice, the 
hordes of cargo coelies on the river front 
were permitted to invade the Bund footpaths 
from which they had been kept by muni¢ipal 
regulations, and thé mofal was not lost in a 
land where the first sign of retreat is alwaya 
being watched for. 

THE CONVERSATIONS. 

On the 28th off November the British 
Chamber of Commerce, alarmed at the grow- 
ing menace, called an emergency meeting. A 
resolution was drawn up and cabled to 
London, begging for immediate naval rein- 
forcements. ‘The message said, in part :— 

" We live in daily expectation of an inci- 
dent which would involve bloodshed, having 
incalculable consequences. ‘The naval forces 
at present in Hankow are inadequate to pro- 
vide a reasonable niarcin of safety for British 
lives, and should be largely increased. This 
is the considered opinion of a full meeting 
of British merchants, held yesterday, who 
are further of the ppinion that the situation 
calls for immediate action, 

In consequence of questions in Parliament 
the Government telegraphed to the China 
(ommand and réquested an opinion: Admiral 
Sinclair reported that the naval force in 
Hankow (reduced! to .three vessels) was 
entirely adequate. ‘The Fates, being deter- 
mined to. humiliate England, had well de- 
cided the method. 

On the 10th ‘of December, the new 
Minister, Sir Miles Lampson, who had just 
arrived in China, and hastened up to 
Hankow much concerned, assured the British 
community at a dinner that the Concession 
would not be surrénderéd. During his short 
stay in Hankow, when he had his ¢civer-. 
sations with Mr.| Eugene Chen: (who. had 
just arrived from Canton overland with 
Borodin) the Nationalists were careful to 
see that no outward and visible sign of their 
plans came to his notice. He steamed away 
after issuing instructions to keep out mobs 
by rifle-fire, but not to resist the Cantonese 
army if it came into action. The results of 
his conversations with Mr. Eugene Chen, re- 
ported telegraphically to London, were em- 
bodied in the British memorandum which 
was communicated to the Powers’ represen-:

On January órd the agitation department 
of the Nationalist Government deemed the 
time ripe for action.

consular arrangement provided for a cordon 
of Cantonese troops. It was then that the 
legend was circulated among the defenders 
that in the streets behind the Custom House 
masses of Cantonese troops were hidden and 
at the first shot would rush in and massacre 
the foreign women ahd children, I have 
satisfied myself by investigation among 
Chinese that the story is a complete fiction, 
and that had the gunboats at any hour through 
that long afternoon fired a few. blank shots 
the mobs. would have scattered. 

Next day, the demonstrations were re 
sumed. Both the Canton-Hankow and the 
Peking-Hankow railways carried in mobs of 
country-folk, free of charge, to reinforce the 
cargo coolies and the canaille of the city 
alley-ways. But that was not the most im 
portant thing. At half-past nine that morn 
ing & conference between the naval authority, 
the Municipal Council and the ’ Cantonese 
officers took place, at which the Cantonese 
declared that if the naval Janding-parties 
were withdrawn to the ships, the Cantonese 
Army would keep out mobs. This was 
weakly accepted, no. suspicion apparently 
being aroused that a trick was being played. 
That evening the game was pushed a step 
further, Cantonese troops, who had the pre 
ceding day been invited to hold the boundary 
line, were now some distance in the Settle. 
ment, and the mob was filtering in. This 
time Cantonese officers demanded that not 


manently withdrawn, but that the Volunteers 
must also be disarmed. The new condition 
was accepted ho the Consul-General without 
a murmur. Amidst a howling mob the arms 
of the Volunteers were corveved to the British 
ships, and the Volunteers marched away 
defenceless, a public confession that the 
British had failed to show any of their tiadi- 
tional qualities, not because they wanted to, 
but because they were ordered to. 
FLAG HAULED DOWN. 

On the third day there was the last step. 
Mobs besieged the Municipal buildings and 
the police headquarters, eTViIng death to the 
foreigners and their ‘‘ dogs, the Sikh arid 
Chinese police, who, driven from the streets, 
were massed in the buildings. The buildings 
were vow surrendered and the níon 


tJacs hauled down, Then only did it, per 


haps, dawn on men who should have known 
the country better that all had been lost. 
In great haste that night the women and 
children were evacuated and the men con 
centrated on the water-front. Yet it was not 
really too lote. Mr. O'Malley, sent down post. 
haste from VFeking, where the ink on the 
peace-offeriug memorandum was hardly dry, 
arrived on 13th January. 

The British Municipal Counei] stated it 
would be prepared to resume policing and 
control of the Concession if 500 naval ratings 
were provided, but these, it was held, could 
not be provided without depleting .the gun- 
boats.. and the last chance was thus thrown 
away. 

The British Government, accepting with 
what grace it could, the intolerable dilemma 
in which it had been placed hy its agents, 
presently announced that. it would negotiate 
for the formal return to China of the 
Hankow and other Concessions. To. Mr. 
O*Mallev. exchanging the comfort and security 
of the fortified Legation Quarter for a mob 
atmosphere, was given the bleak task of 
carrying out this decision. 

Such in bare outline is the humiliating 
story. To-dav, the 15th March, in con 
formity with the Chen-O’Malley agreement, 
signed on 19th Febraary, the British Muni- 
cipal Council has held its last meeting, and 
the British Coffeession in Hankow has. ceased 
to exist. Fortunately for us who live in 
China, Admiral Tyrwhitt has taken the place 
of Admiral! Sinclair. Hastening to Hankow 
us fast as he could on the instructions of the 
Government, on the 15th January, he walked 
round the Hankow Cencession. in uniferm 
and immediately telegraphed home that either 
one full division must be sent out or we must 
evacuate the country. 

ENGLAND TAKES ACTION. 

Then England took action. © On the 18th 
January the Board of Trade was asked to 
make the necessary arrangements regarding 
transports, and on 2ist January the War 
Office took the necessary military action, with 
the result that Shanghai has been saved.

' The whole idea will be opposed vigorously 


not quite so disinterested as it may appear, 
will be that unless starting-price bookmaking 
is still allowed or totalisators are set up. in 
all big centres away from the course, which 
means the legalisation of betting, then all 
betting will be impossible for people who can- 
not attend the course, and no financial ad- 
vantage will be gained from the change. 

It will be alleged that the sympathies of 
those who oppose the totalisator, are all in 
fayour of the poor public who cannot attend 
race meetings. If the full advantage is to be 
gained from the totalisator on the racecourse, 
it is obvious that all money betted through- 
out the country during the day must pass 
through the totalisator. That is the ideal 
system, and it does not prevent the public 
who cannot go racing from betting. 

STARTING-PRICE BETTING. 

All starting-price betting, as it is under- 
stood to-day, would be prohibited, but com- 
mission agents in the real moaning of that 
term would be allowed and would be licensed, 
at a high fee, on the distinct understanding 
that all commissions which they received 
would be transmitted to the course and in- 
vested in the totalisator, any proved breach 
of this understanding being punished by the 
cancellation. of the licence and imprisonment. 

This transmission to the course in these 
days of telephones and telegrams would be 
easy and quite practicable if the agents made 
it a definite rule that they would receive no 
commission after a stated time in the morn- 
ing. They would make their money by 
charging a definite percentage on all commis- 
sions executed by them. 

This work could be undertaken easily by 
many of the present-day starting-price firms, 
and could not be other than a most profitable 
business. They would have their agents on 
the course, who would do their business with 
the totalisatur. There would be no need for 
those agents to carry with them vast sums 
of money, for they could, as is done in 
other countries, establish credit with the 
totalisator authorities. 

THE STREET BOOKMAKER. 

Tt will be argued that the ‘‘man in the 
street ’’ who cannot get a credit account with 
a bookmaker would have still to resort to the 
street bookmaker. In the first place, the 
street bookmaker could no longer exist. as he 
could not pay out on the odds returned from 
the totalisator, and, if he could do so, there 
is still no reason why the poor man should 
not: place his shilling on a horse if he wishes 
to do so on the credit system. 

It is just as easy to establish credit with 
the fon bookmaker as it is with the big 
bookmaker. It is obvious, therefore, “that 
under a _ totalisator system, properly 
managed, with very slight alterations to the 
law, and without making betting any more 
legal than it is now, the people who cannot 
attend meetings can still bet as easily as they 
do now. 

It does nat mean the end of the financially 
sound starting-price bookmaker, but places 
him in the position in which he legally is now 
—namely, that of a commission agent. It 
means that all the money betted each day in 
the country goes to the racecourse, where it 
always should have gone, to the obvious 
benelit of people betting on thé course, of 
owners, of the racecourse executives, and. 
through the Betting Duty, of the Government. 

THE OWNERS. 

Other opponents of the proposed change in 
the betting system of to-day are what may 
be rightly termed “betting owners.” They 
are men who have to make—and succeed in 
doing so in the great majority of cases— 
money out of owning a few horses. They 
state, quite truly, that ginder. the present 
system, when they back ‘one of their horses 
they almost invariably get a few points better 
ME than the general public who follow their 
ear 

With the totalisator they would have to 
take the same odds to their money as the 
other people who are not paying for the up- 
keep of their stables. That is true; but 
under the system which I have just explained 
they will be competing for infinitely higher 
market than they generally find. and, further, 
thev will be competing for infinitely higher 
stakes. These two things will more than 
compensate them for the possible loss of a 
few points in the odds when they do bet, [ 
am convinced that they will be very much 
better off under the new system, 

AUSTRALIA'S EXAMPLE. 

The proposed change will also be attacked 
on the grounds that it will kill betting, for, 
it will be alleged, with the totalisator taking 
10 per cent. out of all money staked, the 
capital available for betting will be destroyed 
in a very short time. This has been proved 


the totalisator is in use. In any case, those 
people who do not wish to bet on the 
totalisator need not do so, for the ideal 
system is to allow course bookmakers to exist 
side by side with the totalisator, as is done 
in Australia, These bookmakers will have to 
pay heavily for the privilege, so that they 
also will subscribe financially to racing. 

In this connection the committee which the 
Jockey Club has appointed will no doubt take 
evidence of people well acquainted with racing 
in *places where bookmaking and the 
totalisator are both allowed. There is 
already in this country a great authority on 
that subject in. Mr. Stanley Wootton. 

SMALL MEETINGS. 

I will deal’ with only one more objection 
which has been raised by the opponents of 
the suggested change. ey allege that the 
change would lead to the death of many small 
meetings throughout the country. I do not 
know whether it would do so or not, but I 
will assume that they would cease to.exist. I 
cannot see even then that racing would suffer 
in any way. 

Innumerable small meetings have ceased to 
exist in the last 40 or 50 years without racing 
suffering in any way. In the North, espe- 
cially in Yorkshire, there used to be many 
more racecourses than there are to-day, and, 
in the South, many of us can remember meet- 
ings which no longer are held. The localities 
in which many small meetings are now held 
do not moun them in any way, which indi- 
cates that they would not miss them if they 
ceased to exist. 

Further, the cheap and easy transport of 
to-day has made meetings which were once 
regarded as almost in ‘‘foreign parts’’ quite

REVIVAL OF GYMNASTICS.

DISPLAY BY L.A.G.A. 


From 1914 until 1924 gymnastics in Ireland 
were langgishing. Then they were revived at the 
Tailteann Games; but they did not flourish wuch 
mntil this year, when the Trish Amaterr Gymnastic

Witnesses were examined who heard the 
woman's screams, but there was no evidetrice 
of hearing a quarrel or struggle. There was 
no sign of disorder in the room when Mrs. 
Casey was found dead in bed. 

Dr. Oswald Murphy stated that he found 
no mark of violence on the legs.. There was 
a rupture of the main artery of the brain. 
but no bruise on the skull. He was of 
opinion that the rupture was due to violence, 
but he could not find any trace of the type 
of violence. 

In reply to Mr. Vincent Brady, whe 
appeared for the defence, Dr. Murphy said 
that the rupture of the artery might have 
been caused by a heavy fall on the pave- 
ment. A person could go about ter a 
couple of days with an artery ruptured, 

she prisoner g ve evidence that his wife 
had been ill for some time, and had been iv 
Baggot street Hospital. On the night iu 
question he was applying a liniment to her 
leg when she called out: ‘* Don’t break my 
leg. Are you ‘trying to kill me?” She had 
told him that she had “‘ fallen out of her 
standing,” and had been carried into the 
hospital.

The Grand Canal Cempany, the owners of 
the dock, it appeared, claimed the entire 
amount lodged in Court, the appellant com- 
panies being their lessees in respect of the 
wharfage accommodation which they possessed 
for the discharge of their vessels. 

The unanimous judgment of. the Court 
allowing the appeal with costs was read by 
Mr. Justice FitzGibbon. The facts of the 
case and the authorities bearing upon it were 
reviewed in detail. 

Their lordships were ‘unanimously = of 
opinion that the appellants had each a special 
claim for damages different from the ordinary 
members of the public as compensation for 
being deprived of reasonable access to their 
own private wharfs during the period men- 
tioned ; and made an order directing that the 
amount lodged in Court by the owners of the 
Cairngorm should be distribyted amongst all 
the claimants, including the Grand Canal 
Company, with costs according to ‘the sums 
assessed bv Mr. Justice Meredith respectively, 
Mr. Justice Meredith's judgment and order 
being discharged.

THREE DUBLIN INQUESTS. 


WEEK-END ACCIDENTS. 
Dr. Louis A. Byrne, Dublin City Coroner, 
yesterday held three inquests without a jury. 
The first inquest was held in Jervis Street 


Hospital, where Harold Phillips, aged two 


years ‘and eight’ months, of 9 Mary’s Abbey, 
Dublin, died on Sunday, following extensive 
burns received when his clothes caught fire 
at his home on Thursday last. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Phillips, the mother, said 
that she left the room, which was at the top 
of the house, to go.to the basement, for water, 
and also to get some bread at a shop. When, 
she came back her son’s clothes were on fire. 
She put them out and had him conveyed to 
the hospital. 

The Coroner found that death was accidental 
and was due to shock from extensive burns 


received, 
DROWNED IN CANAL. 

A verdict that death was due to asphyxia- 
tion following accidental immersion in the 
Royal Canal at Drumcondra was returned by 
the Coroner at an inquest in the Mater 
Hospital on Thomas Masterson (four years and 
ten months), of 541 North Circular road, who 
entered the water in an effort to recover a 
ball which had fallen into the canal on Sup- 
day evening. 

Joseph Keenan, 35 St. Ignatius road, said 
that, on hearing shouts that someone was in 
the canal, he rushed out, and, finding Master- 
son in about 4) feet of water, pulled him out. 

A companion of the boy s, aged six years, 
said that they were playing “ball ” on the 
hank of the canal when the ball fell in, and 
Masterson went after it, but could not get 
out. 

The Coroner said that it was a shame that 
youngsters. should be allowed to play like 
that on the banks of the canal; Fag á com- 
mended Keenan for his promptitude in jump- 
ing into the canal after the boy 

, HEART FAILURE. 

The third inquest was held in the City 
Morgue, being an inquiry into the. death of 
James Gibson (50), of 37 Lower Gloucester 
street, who collapsed suddenly last Saturday 
night wher visiting friends at.6 Riddle's row. 
The verdict was that déath was due to heart 
failure.

MOTHERS’ PENSIONS. SOCIETY. 


At a meeting of the Irish Mothers’ Pensions 
Society last week resolutions were passed as 
follows :— 7 

(1) That the Executive Council, Saorstat 
Eireann, be requésted to receive a deputation 
to urge the views of the Society in detail. 

(2) That thie committee ‘consider that, in 
view of the immediate approach of a General 
Election, an interim report, dealing with the 
subject of widows' and orphans’ pensions, 
based on evidence submitted, should be 
immediately issued by the Poor Law Com- 
mission. 

(5) ‘That we appeal to the women voters in 
the Free State to support only those 
candidates in the coming election as are pre- 
pared to actively press forward the enactment 
of pénsions for widows and orphans, and who 
embody this demand in their election address. 
' Correspondence was submitted from Miss 
Louie Bennett, Irish Women Workers’ 
Union, forwarding a subsoription, and from 
Mr. A. . Byrne, T.D. (North Dublin); Mrs. 
Noel Guinness, P.L.G. (candidate for South 
County. ..Dub,.a); and. Mr., Sean, Campbell 
‘Labour candidate for: South Dublin), promis- 
ing active effort in support of the 
establishment of State pensions.for destitute 
widows and orphans.
